PUBLIC MEETINGS. 
The people must awake from their 
plumber, and go lu work in gjou* earnest 
to remove His Excellency Gov. Douglas. 
This way of permitting clay, month and 
year to pass away without doinfr their 
duty either to themselves, their country, 
or their .Sovereign, must lie changed. 
The country is being run more and more 
jn debt every day, by the Executive, and 
the people will hnve to pay for it. The 
courts of law, and the general manage- 
ment of the ail'airs of these colonics un 
der the present administration, compare 
unfavorably with California in her most 
corrupt days. The land department 
here is under no supervision but an 
agent of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
who. no doubt, like any other business 
man, will make all he can out of Ihe 
people. The best lands will be kept fur 
ttie court ami courtiers, and those who 
will pay the taxes will have to*take the 
leavings. The Assembly exercises no 
control over it. It calls for no informa- 
tion in which the people, are directly in- 
terested, and consequently has none to I 
lay before the public. It makes no re- 
ports nor causes any to be made, of the 
resourtes of the country. The necessity i 
of populating the country is apparently 
a matter of such (rifling importance, that 
it is never mentioned by them. The' 
state of the colony respecting the Hud-! 
ton's Hay Company, is a mystery. 
Whether we are to support ourselves 
next spring or be supported in pail or in 1 
whole by Hie Home Government, is a 
matter of which they take no note, nor 
apparently care much. Whether we' 
have to paj tiie Company the £87,000, 1 
with another 1 100,000, for nothing, 
they do not know. Or whether our 
coal mines arc all taken up by the Fam- 
ily Compact, the Assembly! 
apparently docs not care. It is! 
certainly to be hoped they are not inter-: 
ested, orsome may say, as did Mr.Ellice, 
that the government here is a " .-ham." 

In British Columbia the appointment 
of such men as Hicks, Travallie. and 
Whanncll, has lowered the name 
of British officials to a term of contempt. J 
The denial of a Port of Entry has inflict- 1 
ed the loss of immense sums of money 
on the people there ; and that merely to 
promote the selfish purposes of His; Ex- 
cellency. The people there are run in 
debt, the treasury al ilOIJlC is asked In 
advance money to make good what has 
been squandered. But in the end the 
people have to pa) for all. Now the 
only means of redress that isapparenl is, 
to organize in every town and district in 
Vancouver's Island, and in cverj townl 
and mining camp in British Columbia, 
and set forth the evils we labor under 
through the mismanagement of our uf- 
fairs. Lei public meetings lie held in 
every purl of the country, and resolu-j 
lions passed expressive of the opinion 
which the people entertain of His Excel- 
ccllency, and his administration. Lei 
petitions be signed by every one, address- 
ed to the Colonial Secretary, showing 
conclusively wherein the country has 



been run in debt uselessly,— how its best 
interests have been shaped to private 
ends; the manner in which the public 
offices are, or have been, filled,— how- 
corrupt and incompetent men have been 
retained,— and that thcie is no confi- 
dence in His Excellency, and that the 
only way that British influence and Brit- 
ish policy can he built up on the Pacific 
coast is by giving 'usa Governor who can 
command the respect of the people, and 
one who is independent of every interest 
but that of the public.

Reform.— The Reform movement is 
still gaining ground among our brethren 
at home. Enthusiastic meetings are be- 
ing held in all parts of the country, de- 
manding Parliamentary reform. We 
give below a few extracts from the Eu- 
ropean Timer-. Jan. I 5 : 

The citizens of Carlisle have hud a 
public meeting on the subject of Reform. 
• The Mayor occupied the choir, and reso- 
lutions were passed in favor of a rate- 
paying suffrage in the boroughs, the ex- 
tension of the county franchise to .C-iO 
occupicra, the vote by ballot, the ap- 
proximate equalisation of the constitu- 
encies, and the limitation of the duration 
of parliaments to three vears. 

Mr. Tite, M. P. for Bath, has assured 1 
his constituents that he will go for the 
largest measure of Reform which is 
brought forward, and he hopes it will be 
honest and sincere as well as large. 

Mr. J. A. Smith, one of the members 
for Chichester, addressed his constitu- 
ents Hie other evening, and explained 
bis opinions respecting Reform. He de- 
sires a very large extension of the suff- 
rage, and approves voting by ballot. 

A large meeting has been held at the 
Corn Exchange, Lincoln, at which a res- 
olution in favour of household suffrage I
